Annual Report of the Medical Officer of Health 
for the year 1966. 


To the Chairman and Members of Penistone Rural District Council. 


Lady and Gentlemen, 


I have the honour to submit my Annual Report upon the Health 
Services of the Penistone Rural District for the year ended 31st December, 1966. 


The Birth Rate for this year under consideration is 15.2 per 
1,000 of the population; the corrected Birth Rate is 14.6. This shows a fall 
from your previous rates, and you will notice that there is a similar trend of 
decreasing birth rate in both the figures for England and Wales and for the 
Administrative County. It is difficult at this stage to know why there is this 
decrease in birth rate; it may be that improvements in contraception are 
contributing. The Death Rate is 10.6 per 1,000 of the population; the corrected 
Death Rate is 12.3. 


The Still—birth Rate for 1966 is 8.8 per 1,000 live and still 
births. As I mentioned last year, this rate shows marked fluctuations in a 
small district because of the low numbers involved. The rate of 8.8 represents 
one death. It is, however, an improvement on the figure for last year. 


The Infantile Death Rate was 26.8 per 1,000 live births, and 
represents 3 deaths. Two of these deaths occurred under the age of four weeks, 
and were notified under the heading of 'Other defined and ill-defined diseases’. 
One death was notified as being due to Influenza. 


A quick glance at the 'Principal Causes of Death' shows once 
again that coronary artery disease accounts for the largest number of deaths due 
to one condition. Unfortunately, this often kills at a relatively early age, 
and equally unfortunately there is as yet no clear remedy for the situation. 


The early detection of cancer is a field which is slowly but 
steadily growing. I am pleased to report that our Cervical Cytology Service 
is continuing within the limits of the laboratory services available. It will 
be a number of years before we can conclusively see a reduction in deaths from 
carcinoma of the cervix. 


There was one accidental death during the year, the result of 
a motor—vehicle accident. 


During 1966 there were 111 separate cases of infectious 
disease notified, an increase of 21 on the figure for 1965. This was almost 
totally due to an increase in Measles notifications. You will notice that the 
biennial pattern has been lost to some extent; this is due to an overlap of 
the outbreak from one year to another. Immunisation against this disease is 
not yet in widespread use. There is still some debate as to how this procedure 
can be best utilised, but I still anticipate that a satisfactory programme can 
be established. I would then hope that Measles would be less of a problen. 


That part of the report dealing with the Sanitary 
Circumstances has been prepared by Mr. Pearson, the Chief Public Health 
Inspector, and is incorporated in this document. 


There are 2,585 houses in the area; of these 2,392 have a 
supply from the public mains. 175 houses are supplied from private sources; 
the balance of 18 houses are either supplied by sharing a private source or from 
public wells. So far as we can determine, the private sources are reasonably 
satisfactory, and we are always willing to give advice on the improvement of 
such supplies. During the year there were 38 samples from the public supply 


examined for chemical content and plumbo-solvency; all 28 of these were found 
to be satisfactory. 433 samplos were exawined for bacteriological contents 

15 of these were found to be unsatisfactory. Thiee of these samples were from 
the principal supplies of the erea; the highest of the B. Coli counts was 6 
por 100 ml., and in all three cases repeat samples were clear. Of the 12 
unsatisfactory samples taken from the minor supplies, 8 were from a small local 
source in Crane Moor, which has now deen abandoned. 


Of the 2,585 houses and premises situated in the district, 
2,028 are connected to either public or private sewers. The total number of 
privies in the area is 119, and the estimated number of houses with chemical 
closets is 27. Both these figures show a reduction on last year's figures, 


which is pleasing. 


In concluding this introduction I wish to thank the Chairman 
and members of the Health Committee for their support during the year. I 
would also like to thank my colleagues on the Council staff, in particular 
Mr. Stanley and Mr. Pearson, for their co-operation and assistance during this 


year.

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SCARLET FEVER. 


Six cases of Scarlet Fever were notified during the year, 1 
aged 4 years, 3 between 5 and 10 years, 1 aged 13 years and 1 aged 30 years. 
None of these were admitted to hospital. 


The attack rate is higher than last year, but not morkedly so 
than for the Administrative County, and much in line with the rest of the 
Divisional area. 


I know of no serious complications occurring in any of these 
six cases. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


There were no cases of Diphtheria notified during 1966. 61 
children received primary immunisation in the year, 59 of whom were under the 
age of 5 years. 68 received "booster" doses at about the age of 5 years. 


During the year we in the Division have been discussing, on 
behalf of Dr. Elliott, the County Medical Officer, putting all immunisation, 
including Diphtheria, onto the County Computer. The purpose of this will be 
to follow up those mothers who fail to have their children immunised. We 
have very high hopes that this scheme will considerably raise the immunisation 
rate for Diphtheria, Whooping Cough, Poliomyelitis, Tetanus and Smallpox. 

The scheme is due to commence in April, 1967. 


WHOOPING COUGH. 


There were 3 cases of Whooping Cough notified during the year, 
compared with one case in 1965. The 3 cases all occurred in one family, and 
took place in the first quarter. According to our records these children had 
not been immunised. It is possible that other children in the community who 
had been immunised contracted the disuase, but that it was so mild as to be 
unrecognizable. This, I feel, underlines again the advantages of immunisation, 
and although the disease is not a major problem at the moment, nevertheless it 
is very important to continue our efforts to reach a high state of immunity. 


MEASLES. 


There were 100 cases of Measles notified during the year, an 
increase on the 84 notified in 1965. The attack rate was 13.5 — higher than 
for England and Wales and higher than the figure for the West Riding 
Administrative County. However, these figures can be misleading. If the 
outbreak tends to be concentrated in your area in one particular part of the 
year, and is not so concentrated in the rest of the country, then your figures 
can be artificially raised. In the first quarter there were 8 cases, in the 
second there were 13, in the third quarter 68 and in the fourth quarier there 
were 11. 


Measles Vaccine is still being closely considered in a number 
of parts of the country, and when a decision can be made as to the best means 
of using this vaccine then we will probably see a decrease in the incidence of 
Measles. 


POLIOMYELITIS. 


There were no cases of Poliomyelitis notified during the year. 
This very satisfactory state of affairs must be due to the Polio. Vaccine. 
I sincerely hope that as the years pass the public will not lose their 
enthusiasm for accepting this vaccine. I do not think there will be any 
serious objection to it, as memories fade, because, of course, it is an orally 
administered vaccine. The vaccine, like all other childhood immunisation 
procedures, is available either from the family doctor or the Child Welfare 
Clinic. The table below shows the statistics for the Division as a whole, 
since it is very difficult to separate these figures into the respective County 
districts.

SMALLPOX. 


There were no cases in the area in 1966. During the year a 
total of 27 persons received primary vaccination, compared with 31 in 1965. 
Of these 22 were between the ages of 1 and 2 years and 5 were aged 2 years and

May I repeat once again that in the absence of the disease it 
is still essential to carry on with vaccination. The best way of avoiding the 
complications of primary vaccination is to have the procedure carried out in 
every child between the age of 1 and 2 years. Revaccination carries very 
little risk of ccmplications. 


DISEASES OF THE ALIMENTARY TRACT. 


There were no cases of Dysentery, Food Poisoning, Typhoid or 
Paratyphoid Fever notified during the year under review. 


During the year we have made steady progress in advising and 
supervising improved standards of working surfaces, premises, and cleanliness 
in food handling. As has been said many times before in these reports, the 
one factor which we can never let up on is the continued education towards hand 
cleanliness amongst food handlers, particularly food handlers in shops, but 
also of the general public, to saf.guard the cleanliness in their own homes. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


There were 3 cases of Tuberculosis notified during 1966, 1 new 
case and 2 transfers into the area. Of these 3 cases, 2 involved disease of 
the lungs and 1 disease in another part of the body. 
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The hard work of tracing contacts of known cases has continued 
during the year. This is as important, if not more so, than treating the 
actual case to control the spread of the disease within the community. The 
earlier the disease is discovered the more easily it is treated. It is a pity 
that the public do not take greater advantage of the Mass Radiography Service, 
which is constantly available, either by visits at set times within the area, 
or on a number of days of the week at the Mass Radiography Centre in the City of 
Sheffield. 


The Mass Radiography Unit visited the Hepworth Iron Company 
Limited from the 14th to 19th January, 1966, and below is a breakdown of the 


figures.

B.C.G. VACCINATION. 


The practice is as before, i.e. children in their first year in 
the Secondary School are offered vaccination against Tuberculosis. 206 
children were skin tested to see if immunisation was indicated; 184 of these 
were vaccinated; 16 who showed a positive skin reaction did not require 
vaccination. Five were absent and 1 was postponed; these last 6 will be 
offered the vaccination next year. I am glad to report that the acceptance 
rate for this procedure was very high. 


GENERAL PROVISION OF THE HEALTH SERVICES. 


HOSPITALS. 


The General Hospitals available locally for the Penistone area 
are those in Barnsley and Sheffield. For certain parts of the area it may be 
more convenient to use the Huddersfield Hospitals. 


Infectious Diseases cases are accommodated chiefly in Kendray 
Hospital, Barnsley, and other cases may be dealt with at Lodge Moor, Sheffield. 
Maternity cases are dealt with at the Chapeltown Maternity Home, St. Helen 
Hospital, Barnsley, and the Princess Royal Maternity Home, Huddersfield. 


CERVICAL CYTOLOGY. 


During the year we continued the service of taking cervical 
smears for the detection of early carcinoma of the cervix. We have continued 
the policy of seeking those women most at risk, i.e. over 35 years of age with 
4 or more children, but have also taken in any other married women who were 
anxious to have the test carried out. We have not sought to publicise this 
very widely, but have preferred rather to seek the cases through our own nurses 
and through the general practitioner service, since the number of smears 
available is still limited, and this relative shortage of smear facilities in 
the laboratory is the controlling factor in the numbers we try to encourage to 
the clinic. The number of positive tests has been very small indeed, but we 
sincerely hope, as a result of having discovered these positives, that the 
ladies concerned will enjoy a normal life span. 


LABORATORY FACILITIES. 


All Laboratory work is carried out by the two Public Health 
Service Laboratories, one at Wakefield and one at the Northern General Hospital, 
Sheffield. 


MORTUARY. 


There is a Mortuary in Penistone, and this serves the surrounding 
arceae 


AMBULANCE SERVICE. 


The West Riding County Council provide ambulance facilities in 
accordance with the requirements of Section 27 of the National Health Service 
Act, 1946. 


During the year no difficulty was experienced regarding staffing, 
and the full complement of staff of 36, plus one Station Otficer, worked a 
three-shift system from the main operational depot at Hoyland, with an 
alternating shift at the new Penistone Depot, which was officially opened during 
1966. The vehicle state remains the same, with six vehicles at Hoyland and 
two at Penistone. I wnderstand an additional ambulance has been authorised 
for delivery to Penistone early in 1967. 


Liaison with all hospitals continues at a high level, and the 
Authority continues to work most amicably with neighbouring County Boroughs. 
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Ambulance calls from doctors, hospitals, institutions and members 
of the public, in emergencies, are received at the Station Control Room, and are 
competently dealt with by the efficient use of a radio communication system, 
ensuring speed and economical use of the vehicles, and at the same time reducing 
mileage to the minimum. 


The majority of the ambulance personnel are competent to render 
first aid, and staff are encouraged to train and obtain current certificates, 
the County Council giving monetary recognition by way of extra pay as an 
incentive to qualification.

Chiropody; Speech Therapy. 


An Ante—natal Clinic is held at Shrewsbury Road Clinic every 
Tuesday. The General Practitioners in Penistone attend alternate weeks, with 
the exception of the fifth Tuesday. The Midwives attend the Clinics each week, 
and occasionally the Health Visitor is also present. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


Those people suffering from Tuberculosis are referred to the 
Chest Clinic at 46, Church Street, Barnsley. At this Clinic complete 
investigation is possible, including X-ray. The Tuberculosis Health Visitor 
also attends and is present when the patient is seen by the Consultant. 
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She is able to maintain a liaison between the Consultant and the domestic 
environment, which is a most valuable contribution to the patient's general 
welfare, since her main job is the follow-up of contacts to try to restrict the 
spread of this disease. Her presence at the Chest Clinic is invaluable, since 
she gets very early information, in detail, of who the contacts were and where 
they are to be found. 


HEALTH VISITING SERVICE. 


During 1966 there were some changes amongst the Health Visiting 

Staff. Miss Chapman was transferred to Division 20, as this area was nearer 
to her own home. Mrs. Bailey joined the staff in July, following the 
successful completion of the University Health Visiting Course, and replaced 
Miss Chapman in the scheme of staff attachment to the general practitioners, 
Drs. Harris, Ashmore and Brooks. Mrs. Gibson was appointed in November to 
visit those families already know within the area, on general practitioners' 
lists, other than the ones to which Health Visitors were completely attached. 


Health Education was carried out within the Clinics, in the main, 
to individual mothers. Visual aids, peg-board displays, posters and leaflets 
were used, to stimulate interest in healthy living. 

The Health Visitors made a total of 5,088 visits.

HOME NURSING SERVICE. 


During 1966 the Home Nursing Service underwent some alterations. 
Miss Thompson and Miss Thwaites returned to combined duties on the appointment 
of a new Midwife to midwifery relief duties. Mrs. Fox left the area 
temporarily, to take the Queen's Institute of District Nursing training, and 
resumed duty following the successful completion of the Course in October. 


The Home Nurse undertakes all the nursing care of patients in the 
domiciliary field comparable to the hospital. She gives daily care and assists 
in the rehabilitation of patients, in addition to giving of injections and 
pre-operative preparations of some patients requiring hospitalization. Owing 
to the shortage of hospital beds for geriatric patients, much of the District 
Nurse's time is spent in the care of the aged. 


During the year the number of cases visited was 248, and the 
total visits paid 9,504. These figures include both the Rural and Urban 
Districts.

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MIDWIFERY SERVICE. 


The midwifery staff suffered a great loss towards the end of the 
year, with the retirement of Miss Bain. Miss Bain had worked in the Division 
for many years, and was extremely well known to all members of the community. 
We were very sorry to lose her and sincerely hope she enjoys a long and happy 
retirement. Miss Thompson and Miss Thwaites once again shouldered the 
responsibility of full-time midwifery duties. 


The Midwives attend Ante-natal Clinics, both at the general 
practitioners' surgery and the Local Authority Clinic. In addition they 
attend the Relaxation and Mothercraft Classes, and with the aid of films, filnm- 
strips and visual aids, lead group discussions for the benefit of the expectant 
mothers. 


During 1966 the Midwives attended 79 cases as Midwives and 15 as 
Maternity Nurses. In 53 cases Pethidine was administered and in 7 cases 
Trilene Analgesia was used.

DOMESTIC HELP SERVICE. 


There were 7,938 Domestic Help hours provided in the district 
during 1966, compared with 6,890 in the previous year. In all, 14 Domestic 
Helps were enployed in 47 homes. There were 30 cases continuing from 1965.

As I remarked last year, the Domestic Help Service is an 
extremely valuable one. I will not repeat what I said last year in detail; 
suffice it to say that this type of support in the home is of enormous help in 
enabling elderly people in particular to remain in their own homes, and avoids 
the necessity for taking them into either Part III accommodation or to a 
Geriatric Hospital. A Home Help has to be more than a cleaning lady; she is 
required to turn her hand almost to anything, and we greatly value the services 
of the group of ladies who are employed thus. 


CHIROPODY SERVICE. 


The Chiropody Service has been just as active as in past years. 
Much the same situation persists, i.e. the elderly benefit most in tems of 
numbers of treatments. This, I think, is to be expected, since the older our 
feet become the more troublesome they are, due to the natural process of wear 
and tear. It is possible to judge the value of this service by the amount of 
disturbance and complaint there is when we are without a Chiropodist, as happens 
from time to time. It is quite clear that a large number of elderly people 
find this service of great benefit. 


During 1966, 118 patients received 523 treatments at the clinic; 
92 patients received 331 treatments in their own homes « This compares with 
102 patients who received clinic treatment and 74 patients who received 
treatment at home in 1965. It is important that the domiciliary treatment be 
reserved only for those people who are quite unable to attend the ordinary 
clinic, for the obvious purpose of being economical with the Chiropodist's time. 
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HEALTH EDUCATION. 


CLINICS. 


General Health Education activities were carried out in most 
clinics. This followed the pattern of a monthly programme. Group discussions 
included hygiene and care of the hair, teeth, feet, home safety, diet. The 
usual media-filmstrips, up-to-date posters and distribution of leaflets are used 
jin an endeavour to teach the general public an approach to good healthy living. 


Health Visitors continue to dissaninate propaganda on every 
possible occasion during the individual interview at clinics, or during home 
visits . 


Some premises are inadequate for the gathering of groups of 
mothers together, and the numbers attending group discussions varies. It is, 
therefore, not possible to estimate correctly the number who have attended such 
discussions over the year. 


MOTHERCRAFT AND RELAXATION CLASSES. 


Classes have been held in four of the clinics in the Division for 
the whole of the year. The Midwives carried out the relaxation exercises and 
certain of the talks to the ante-natal mothers, and co-operated with the Health 
Visitors for the areas to arrange talks in the preventive field of medicine, 
i.e. vaccination and immunisatior. Also, at this time, the Health Visitor 
explains the role she plays within the community. 


NATIONAL ASSISTANCE ACT. 


There was no occasion to use the provisions of Section 47 of the 
National Assistance Act, 1948, or the Amendment Act, 1951, during the period 
under review. 


MENTAL HEALTH SERVICE. 


The high rate of informal admissions to hospital continued 
throughout the year, and was greatly assisted by the increasingly good liaison 
between local authority, general practitioner and hospital services. The 
availability of hospital day—patient and industrial unit facilities has 
eliminated the need for admission in some instances, and has helped many patients 
in a smooth return to normal working life. 


Mental Welfare Officers have been called upon to deal with a 
steady growth of kindred social work problems, and have been considerably helped 
in their efforts by both statutory and voluntary services. 


There were frequent difficulties over the year in obtaining 
hospital beds for elderly, confused patients who could not be successfully 
managed at home. Despite the tremendous demand for this type of vacancy, a bed 
was usually obtained, for the extreme case, after only a relatively short waiting 
period. The various domiciliary services have proved invaluable, particularly 
to the relatives, in the home management of these patients. 


Out—pati ent Clinics. 


Out-patient Clinics were held at Barnsley Beckett Hospital on 
Mondays and Wednesdays; they were staffed by a Consultant Psychiatrist from 
Sheffield and one from Storthes Hall Hospital. The Clinics were also attended 
by the Mental Welfare Officers, which maintains the liaison with the hospital 
staff. 


Admissions and discharges to Mental Hospitals. 


During the year 1 male patient was admitted to Middlewood Hospital 
and 6 females were admitted to Storthes Hall Hospital. There were 7 discharges 
(all female) and after-care was requested in 4 cases. 
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Mental Subnormality. 


In addition to the previous year's curriculum, the adult females 
at the High Green Training Centre are now engaged on laundry work for the 
Centre, and the adult males carry out minor repair jobs. The Centre has an 
active social calendar throughout the year, fully supported by an active 
Parent/Teachers! Association. 


A number of hospital Short-stay beds have been acquired for 
patients during their relatives' holiday periods, or at times of family illness. 


Special Care Unit. 


The rota system to enable the maximm number of patients to 
attend is still in operation, and it is hoped the desired extensions will be 
provided in the foreseeable future, to allow each of these patients to attend 
on a daily basis.
